UK 1'HIUKEH AS A KKKD BIRD IN BBS- 


TAUBANT8. 


No\v York Herald. 


In tho city the host posted individual 


in W. W. Conltling, tho director pi the 
miimala iu Central park. Ho uaid: "I 
recall tho first importation of the spar- 
rows to this city, and how much the 
pooplo oxpooted of them, and how they 
wore nursed and attended to. They 
may havo oaten name of tho worms, at 
any rnto the worinn disappear 1 after 
tho Hparrown came, bnt whether it was 
due to the sparrow I would not liko to 
say. They havo boon fed and attended 
to no much that now they oio lazy and 
saucy. I know that several years ago 
tho worms took possession of tho vinos 
about tho aracnal in Central park. 
There wore sparrows by tho thousands 
there, build ing right in the worm infested 
vines, but tho birds did nothing. Then 
n ilook of robins came along and gave 
their undivided attention for a fow 
days to thouo vines and cleaned out all 
the worms. I don't see that tho spar- 
row B molest tho other birds. Whon 
they camo horo along in *C2 and '03, wo 
had about 150 HPOUIUH of birds, either 
visitors or resident, in tho park, and we 
ha\t) about that number now. Tho 
Hpai rows are of no use to us as insect 
destroyers. They do not trouble tho 
young buds, as tlioy have been charged 
with doing. I would suggest taking 
down all boxes and compel tho birds to 
forage for a living instead of having 
crumb banijnuts provided for them. 


"They are oaten now very exten- 


sively, for a largo majority of tho so- 
called reed birds HOI ved at restaurants 
mo only common spariows. it is im- 
possible to toll the dillbveneo oftei tho 
birds are plucked anil cooked, mid they 
are just about as good, too. They mako 
an oxuellent potpie, especially in win- 
ter, whon tlioy are fat and in prime eat- 
ing ouler. It is not easy to trap them 
hownur, and after being fired tvt a fow 
times they take the hint mid leave that 
immediate locality for a time. Tho kiil- 
ing and Helling of xpimons has coiue to 
bo (pule an industry about tho oity." 


In Uuntral park thu spariow is every 


where, partumlarly near tho points 
whero tho other animals nro fed. His 
nests are crowded into every nook about 
the several buildingM. Tho dovecote, 
the long lino of stalls for tho herbivor- 
ous .iniinal.s, the carnivormm, tlio camel 
hlable were nil supporting a colony of 
spairows. Tho eagle cago also had a 
company 
of 
sparrows, 
with nests 


crammed away among tho rafters of 
the roof 
Tho impertinent little Eng- 


lish sipiuttor took tho greatest liberties 
with tho fow Bpouimens of tlio Ameri- 
can bird of freedom. Tho eagles roosted 
abont on tho baro and crooked perches 
winking and blinking while tho spar- 
rows flitted about, often shaking their 
wings within n few inohos of tho bird's 
groat hooked bill. Once tho reporter 
saw one of tho sparrows land fairly on 
top of tho bald head of ono ol1 those dig- 
nified beasts, though only for nn in- 
stant. Tho old (-creamer dnckod his 
howl, rufllod his feathers, mnttorod » 
guttural and settled back, fooling him- 
self helpless to ilght tho rough-and- 
ready littlo 
'
